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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 86 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 86 requires a means 
for delivering an implant comprising delivering an implant this fails to further limit the 
claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tiie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
malting and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 88 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The independent claim states that the delivery device is delivered within the conduit, but 
claim 88 requires it to deliver outside the conduit. It is unclear how the device can do 
both. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 79-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 
Myers 5,188,619. 

Myers discloses the same invention being a curved delivery instrument and a 
method of inserting it comprising insertion and delivery of a structure. Myer further 
teaches that the catheter is flexible and can comprise sections forming compound 
curves with some more curved than others. (Figure 7A) Myer also discloses that rear 
port 106 can be used for injection of interventional apparatus insertion (12:6-19). The 
insertion apparatus is considered to be the means for delivering a structure. Myer 
discloses that probes and stents are known in the art to be delivered with balloon 
catheters (6:5-37), therefore the examiner is interpreting that Myer is disclosing that 
these balloon catheters can be used to deliver stents through the device disclosed by 
Myer. 

Response to Arguments
